Germany's Disclaimer Qualified. 
Germay has. made to the 
United 
States a qualified

In a note to Ambassador 
Gerard on September 14 the foreign 
office said that on the face of the evi- 
dence then at hand, Germany wan 
satisfied that the Hesperian was not 
sunk by a German submarine. 
The fragment of metal examined by 
the navy department experts,

said to have been picked from 
the 
deck, of the 
Hesperian, after the 
explosion. The Hesperian sank early 
in September, off the Irish coast, 
while making her way to port after 
being disabled by the explosion; The 
fragment was made of polished steel 
and was about nine inches long. It 
was sent to the state department by 
the American acibassy at London. 
The state department heretofore has 
been in doubt regarding the direct 
cause of the sinking of the Hesperian. 


Affidavits Say "Torpedoed.'' 
A number of affidavits from pass- 
engers and officers of the ship have 
been received by the state, depart- 
mnt. The signers 
swore that the 
ship .hart. been torpedoed. The frag- 
ment' of metal was 
sent along as 
proof that the statements In the affi- 
davits 
were true; The 
Hesperian 
was declared to have been in regular 
passenger 
carrying 
service.

state ' department has been informed 
there were no troops aboard at the 
time of 'the sinking, but some wound- 
ed Canadian soldiers were- traveling 
on individual tickets as passengers. 
Two Americans wire passengers. 
The position of the United States 
has been to take no steps to question 
the good faith 
of Germany's as- 
surances unless it was clearly shown 
that tho sinking of the Hesperian waa 
in violation of them. The President 
and Secretary Lansing have been re- 
luctant to believe that the Hesperian 
was sunk deliberately without valid 
excuse. Just what weight the report 
made by the 
navy department to 
Secretary Lansing would have, could 
not be definitely ascertained.

New York, Oct. 30.—The records 
made by the major-league clubs 
in 
runs, hits, errors and men left on the 
bases for the season just closed fur- 
•nishes data for interesting study. In 
the National league, the Philadelphia 
club which won the pennant made 
next, to the largest number of runs 
with the smallest total o£ hits. The 
Phillies also had fewer men left on 
bases than any other club and made 
next to the least number of errors. 
The Boston Braves were third in run 
making, seventh in hitting, first in 
number of stranded 
runners 
and 
made less errors than any of their 
rivals. St. -Louis made the greatest 
nuhber of runs; Cincinnati led in hita, 
Chicago in errors and Boston in run- 
ners left. 
The Boston Hed Sox, world's cham- 
pions and American league, pennant 
winters, were third in the run mak- 
ing in the Junior league; first in total 
-number of-hits; kept their" .errors 
down next tp the lowest total, but had 
•more runners marooned 
than 
any 


other club except Detroit. The Ti- 
gers, runner-up to the Red Sox, made 
more runs than any other American 
league combination; were second in 
hitting; fourth in errors and first in 
left on bases. The Chicago White 
Sox were second in run malting;, third 
in hits; third lowest in errors and 
second lowest in base runners strand- 
ed. 


On Frank Moran. 
Frank' Moran, through his decisive 
defeat of Jim Coffey, has crowded a 
bit nearer to a bout with Jess Wil-- 
lard. That the title holder will agree 
to meet Moran in a ten round battle 
with or without decision is quite un- 
likely. Willard by no stretch of the 
imagination can be termed a whirl- 
wind fighter.

The short, crisp words, of three or 


four letters, are the most significant 
words in the English language. 
No 


dictionary is needed to define them, 
and the dullest intellect can compre- 
hend them. 
: 
The strongest expression of affec- 


tion if contained In I ho simple sen- 
tence, "I love you," and there is noth- 
ing more to be said when the verdict 
is pronounced, "I hate you." So in 
discussing this little word, "don't" it 
may be helpful to remember that it 
represents all the strength there is to 
oommand and ia often the keynote o£ 
destiny. 


The average child, in any kind of a 


home is 
surfeited with a diet of 
"don'ts." It is the initial word in ev- 
ery language, and the child thorough- 
ly understands it before the word can 
be lisped. 


The word of command is just as 


necessary to the development of child 
life, as the expression of love. 
The 


"don'ts" of the home, be they wise or 
unwise, are the first lessons in law 
and obedience. The child obeys, per- 
haps through fear, until the mind is 
able to grasp the justice of the com- 
mand, and then obedience becomes a 
pleasure. 


The most unfortunate child is the 


child who goes out into life with every 
whim gratified, for while the home 
may be without law—and some homes 
tire—the great 
world beyond is a 


v.-orld of law, both written a'nd unwrit- 
len. and the "don't" siuns swing from 
f-very corner of the broad highway. 
Tlii> boy who lias never been taught 
olii'diencp. 
in the home, is 
handi- 


i-npped for life, and- he usually be- 
• •otiics either a lawless or disgruntled 
citizen. 


Discipline is as necessary to the 


pronor development, of the mind, as is 
fooc: for the nourishment of the body, 
but it should be wisely administered, 
...iiul when tlie mind is able to grasi.. 


its significance, a reason should be 
given for Its enforcement. 


A time ago a boy was transferred 


from one state institution to another. 
Vlis former teachers evidently consid- 
ered him incorrigible, for every time 
he was spoken to his hand went up 
to his head to protect himself from 
the expecter blow which seemed to 
bare 
accompanied 
the command, 
"don't." 


Too many homes adopt the same 


practice and it is not surprising that 
boys and girls chafe under this kirra 
of abuse and escape to freedom from 
restraint at the first opportunity. The 
home life of the runaway boy, and 
wayw-u-rt girl, usually has much to 
answer for. 


The school, perhaps more than the 
lionie, demands wisdom In the en- 
forcement of discipline, because thb 
mind of the. child, In stages of devel- 
opment. Is inquisitive, and often asks 
the reason "why." 
The little, short 


word, "tact," expresses one of the re- 
quirements as necessary to a teach- 
er's equipment, as an education, but 
it is too often lacking. 


The boys and girls of the school 
room today, will 
be the men and 


women of tomorrow, and the great 
world beyond, which they are so soon 
to enter, is not given to explaining, 
except through the experience of hard 
knocks. If the lives of these boys and 
girls measure up to the standard of 
well developed man and womanhood, 
it will be because of the wisdom dis- 
played in early training. 


* * .* 
The boy who assumes the responsi- 


bilities of active life, with a whole- 
some respect for 
the 
command, 


"don't," Is well fortified to meet its 
temptations, and his chances 'for suc- 
cess are better on that account. 


The word of command is no longer 
a spoken word. 
It lacks the loving 


emphasis of a mother's plea, or the 
sharp command of the father's voice. 
Th elife about him is a free life and 
the only voice to guide him is the 
still small YOlce within. 


When, this voice says "don't,1^ it is 
always. safe" to • obey, and if he will 
take time to reason, judgment will 
come to his aid, and the battle Is 
usually won. Many boys and girls \ 
who have b«en under the restraint of ] 


home and school, are like colts turned 
out. to green pastures • after-.a winter 
of confinement, when they reach the 
age of f reellom. 


It Is well to remember that'the- 
great university of lite ie a respecting 
and law-abiding, school. . The- laws of 
health may not be, written, but they 
are as rigid as any code recorded. 
The good book places the age limit on 
human life at three score years and 
ten and the good Lord, responsible for 
the age limit, Intended the average 
mortal to live out expectancy with a 
chance of another decade on borrowed 
time. 


Too many people die prematurely 
and the world in its charity fills to 
give the cause aa suicide, and yet, in 
many casea, this is the only word 
which meets the requirements. The 
young man 
wlio squanders. vitality 


through dissipation and exceses, and 
drops out of the race in middle life, is 
as much of a victim of self-destruc- 
tion, as the despondent man who finds 
death at the end of a rope,- and this 
is just as true of men who shorten 
the span of life by overwork. 


The university of life also has-a 
moral code which may or may not be 
observed, as we will. The little warn- 
ing sign,-"don't," swings at the en- 
trance of every pitfall, but no restrain- 
ing hand is 
offered, and personal 
choice determines action. 


If the will In control is strong 


enough to hold us In check, obedi- 
ence ia easy and soon becomes second 
nature. The man who nveer swears, 
Is entitled to no particular credit, be- 
cause profanity is no temptation to 
him, and this is true of the man who 
never drinks.' 


One of the "don'ts" observed early 


in life hung over the saloon entrance 
and sealed the lips from profanity, 
and so the life has been clean, so far 
as thse two evils are concerned, but 
there are others more subtle, which 
have to do with honesty and up- 
rightness of character. 


The victims of the saloon 
and 


brothel, are not the only offenders of 
the moral code, who have failed TO 
obey the command, "don't." . There 
are women resting In the graveyard 
who ought to be presiding in the home 
and who might have been but for the 
tyranny and abuse of the man who 
rontrolled her destiny. 
And some- 


times this class of men belong to tne 
church. 
While ."don't" is often an important 


dommand, it. is no more important 
than the little word, "do." 
A life de- 


voted to "don'ts" is a negative life. 
It may be clean and honest; but suc- 
cess rewards the doers. 
The people 


who invest and take chances. 
"Do" is the motive power which 
spurs to action and keeps the ma- 
chinery of life busy, while "don't" is 
the break which checks the speed and 
prevents accident. A well regulated 
life is a "doer," under control.

TEACHERS APPLYING 


STATE AID FUND 


Seventy 
in 
County 
Eligible—Many 
Mixed Up On Making Affidavit 


to Application. 
Approximately 
seventy . c o u n t y 
teacKers of Rock, county come under 
the provision of the new law giving 
state aid to rural. teachers. 
Of this 
number County 'Superintendent Antls- 
daV'finds that a very small minority 
understand the. value of an affidavit. 
The -blank furnished by the state to 
the teachers for their 'application to 
the fund requires to be sworn before 
a notary public. The teachers whose 
blanks have been received to date in 
the great majority of cases are filling 
out the lines reserved for the signa- 
ture and stamp of 'the notary.

ground until there is danger of ground i 
freezing, when they should be dug. It 
Is better to leave thorn for a week or 
BO after the tops have been killed by 
frost 
before 
digging 
them. After 
digging they should bo left out, ex- 
posed to suu and air for a few days 
to dry. If there is danger of freezing 
at night they should be covered. 
Whei} cutting' -off 
the 
tops, which 
should not be done until they have 
dried out it Is well to 
have a few 
lncli.es, 4 to 6, above the roots. When 
well dried out shake off the dry soil 
and store in a cool dry place. 
Any 
place that is suitable for potatoes will 
keep there roots. 


Prepare for Spring Planting Now. 
If one is contemplating setting out 
shrubbery 
jiext 
spring one anould 
make ready this fall by spading the 
jrround, especially If it has been in 
sod during the past season. 


The writer had a little experience 
in setting vines about 
the 
house 
which 
showed .the 
value of this. 
Those 
that 
ware 
set 
where the 
ground had been spaded grew, while 
those that were set where the ground 
•was spaded when the vines were set 
died. This 
might 
not 
hanpen in 
every case but it is true that 
the 
plants or shrubs 
will 
thrive much 
better for early preparations of the 
eoil and as most 
shrubs should be 
get early in the spring it is best to 
make the ground ready this fall. It 
may be well now to consider winter 
protection of growing shrubs. If one 
has cny of the following they should 
be given thorough winter protection. 
Bladder 
Senna, 
Flowering Almond. 
Flowering Plum and Golden Bp'i. If 
you have Japanese Quince it should 
be. given winter protection 
if 
vou 
want to be sure 
of 
flowers. Tim 
Ooumir, or Eleapms lonpnlpes. 
will 
not hoar fruit unless protected. The 
double flowered almond is likely to 
kill hack severely unless protected 
nnd the double flowered plum is like- 
lv to be a failure four years out of 
(five unless protected. 
This is the advice given by the ex- 
periment station at Madison where 
these shrubs havo been tested and is 
based upon experience there. If one, 
is making a selection of ornamental 
shrubbery for planting in this locality 
it would be weli t.o consult the list 
given in the reports of the 
State 
Horticultural society for the past few 
years, of native shrubs desirable for 
planting on home grounds.

Prepare Now for Strawberry Bed. I 
If you are going to set a straw- 


berry bed next year, you should also 
make ready tor that now. 
Straw- 
berries next spring should be put on 
ground 
that 
has 
this year grown 
some hoed crop. Land suitable for 
corn is in general suitable for straw- 
berries. 
They should never be set 
on sod-land on account of the Lability 
of its being infected with cut-worms, 
or with white grubs 
which feed on 
the roots of the. plants. The ground 
selected should be heavily fertilized 
with barn yard manure. 
The strawberry is a gross feeder 
and according to Geo. J. Kellogg, the 
veteran horticulturist of Rock county, 
four inches of manure is none too 
much. 
After 
manuring 
th« land 
should be plowed, about 
6 inches 
deep if the manure is coarse, but if 
partially rotted four inches will 
be 
sufficient. 
The plant feeds namely 
on surface soil. Then if the land is 
thoroughly dragged and smoothed in 
the spring, there will 
be a 
loose 
surface in which 
to set the plants, 
while 
underneath it the soil is so 
firm as to retain ths moisture, and 
yet it is open 
enough so that' the 
young roots can push into it. 


Don't Burn the Leavea. 
One 
is 
constantly quieted these 
days with the odor of burning leaves, 
but if one has chickens, or a garden 
he should not burn the leaves. They 
are Juet the thing tor the scratching 
ehed ofr the hens in winter. 
If the 
grain for the laying hens is scatter- 
ed in four to six inches of leaves ao 
that the fowls have to work for it 
they are much less likely to get fat 
and lazy. 
Exercise is an essential 
to keep fowls in condition. 
Leaves make an excellent mulch 
also, but berry bushes, shrubbery and 
vines and may be used for covering 
for plants needing protection. They 
also may bo piled up and allowed'to 
form leaf mold. Do not destroy the 
leaves. If you have no use for them 
give them to a neighbor who has. 


Soil Survey. 


A valuable' soil 
survey is being 
conducted on some of the Rock 
county farms by W. W. Wier of the 
Soil department of the University of 
Wisconsin. He has visited the farms 
and dividing them into four sections 
has taken samples of soil in different 
places in each section. These are to 
be tested in the soils laboratory in 
Madison. Three 
tests being given 
each sample to determine what is the 
proportion of which the soil is com- 
posed. Knowing this the department 
will be able to advise the farmer as 
to what fertilizer should be used for 
the crops he wishes to grow on dif- 
ferent portions of his farm, also the 
amount, of fertilizer necessary.

Now in Local Market. 


Tobacco growers of Rock county 
are 
expressing 
confidence 
in 'the 
weather of the present 
which they, 
say is Just the kind necessary 
tor 
curing. Indis-, summer has been a 
visitor in this, ' section for the past 
three weeks and with the excellent 
temperature the ahedded crop la now 
just about as far 
along as other 
years, 
despite the lateness of the 
harvest of this season, i 
Prospects of .prices about the aver- 
age as paid last fall and winter are 
seen by local dealers who hold that 
despite the poor growing season sales 
will hold about the same as in 1914. 
At the present 
time aside from a 
few remnants ot the 1914 crop there. 
is no activity in 
sales among the 
growers. 
A fair amount of trading in old leaf, 
continues. Binders however, are in 
demand and locally there is quite a 
market. 
Only normal transactions1 


have predominated during the past 
two weeks. 
Samples of the Rock county leaf 
of the 1915 crop are now to be seen 
by eastern firms in the markets 
of 
the east. 
The work is well along 
and for the pas! month samples have 
been routed waste. The binder situ- 
ation locally is becoming acute. 
It 
is predicted that when the trade takes 
cognizance of this that a lively 
demand for all old leaf is to be expect-" 
ed.Reviewing the leaf market situation 
the United States Tobacco Journal 
says: 
• 
> 
Great activity in the cigar manufac- 
turing industry, that would remind one 
of the Fall of 1906, has not as yet 
made Itself felt in the leaf trade in 
so far as any Immediate demand for 
raw material is concerned. That the 
cigar manufacturers will soon be com- 
pelled to replenish their rapidly de- 
pleting stock is beyond question. The 
only real algn of hustle in the leaf 
market has been provided by the 1914 
crop of Pennsylvania tobacco. Con- 
sensus of. opinion is that during the 
past three weeks in the neighborhood 
of 20,000 cases of this tobacco have 
changed hands. Large as these figures 
may seem, nevertheless they appear 
to be within reason to anyone whose 
finger io on the pulse of this market.

Madison, Wis., Oct. 29.—^That there 
lias huen an nppreciable decMne in the 
rumber of rtontlui from preventable 
diseases rttinr.n; the past three months 
is the Btatempnt 'of Dr. C. A. Harper, 
atate health ofliner, todav, based on the 
mortality tables for 
the past three 
months compared with previous rec- 
ords. The only exception to thin state- 
ment is pulmonary tuberculosis and 
pneumonia, both of 
which 
show a. 


Blicrht. increase, due undoubtedly to 
the cold weather for this season of 
the. year. 


Dnrini? U'e months of Jnlv. August 
and Septcmbr-r there were 5.551 deaths 
reported, hv the local registrars. This 
corresponds to a death rnto of 9.2 per 
thousand gross estimated population. 
The rate for the surnc three months 
last year was 9.7. which was at that 
time lower than the rate for any num- 
ber of years previous. 
As compared with 1914 the report 
shows a marked decline in the number 
of deaths, of persons under one year 
of age and from one to'four years of 
age. 
•• 
. . • 
Important causes of death were as 
follows: Pulmonary tuberculosis,-451: 
other tuberculosis, 29; typhoid fever, 
21; diphtheria, 24; scarlet fever, S; 
measles. 5; whoopine coiwh, 32: pneu- 
monia, 309; meningitis, 69; influenza, 
3; cancer, 451; .violence, 441, This 
shows a decline compared 'with the 
same months of-1914 of 13 for typhoid 
fever, 28 for diphtheria. 8 for scarlet 
fever, and 157 for violence. There 
were increases for whooping cough, 
pulmonary 
tuberculosis, pneumonia 
and cancer. 


Of the deaths from violence. 92 were 
suicides; 82 were accidental drown- 
in; 58 accidental fractures and dislo- 
cations; 43 from railroad accidents; 
17 accidental 
gunshot 
wounds; 15 
from automobiles; 18 accidental burns 
and scalds; 3 from homicides and 2 
from lightning-.

Wherr the monfiy 
is to come from is a problem, as the 
proposed remedy of higher duties and 
taxes will fall sliort of requirements. 
The island might swallow its pride 
and annext itself to the neighboring 
country of Lancaster, 
but tradition 
and setniment revolt at the idea Al- 
though Man is only 32 by 32 miles, 
its political constitution is said to be 
the oldest in Europe, its language, a 
gaelic dialect, is peculiar to the island 
and home rule has been the privilege 
of the "Manxnan through the ages. 
When the war came, the 
heavy 
trrarist and holiday trade was cut off 
The swift packet boats were

ACUTE FOLLICULAR 
TONSILLITIS. 


When a child has an acute tonsil- 
litis in which 
the crypts or small 


openings of the tonsils become filled 
with yellowish or whitish material 
the mother, and sometimes the doc- 
tor, fears diphtheria. TJie disease is 
infectious. It is followed, or compli- 
cated, in a certain proportion of cases, 
by joint or 
acute heart rnanit'eaux- 
tions, and for this reason requires

It begins with chilly feelings, and 
aches or pain In the back and limbs.

In diphtheria the 
fever is generally not pronounced—in 
other words, the system does not puc 
up the same, active fight against diph- 
theritic infection that it does against 
the usual srepococcus or staphylococ- 
cus infection of follicular tonsillitis. 
The tongue is coated, the breath 
heavy and foul. For about three days 
the child is pretty sick in most cases, 
in dou'otful cases a culture from the 


ihrqat wlls the doctor exactly what 
he is dealing with. But the doctor's 
opinion is better than the laboratorj- 
repor,, for diphtheria germs are often 
four.d in healthy throats, and unques- 
tioned cases of diphtheria sometimes 
fail to give a positive culture, espe- 
cially after gargles have been used. 


In the way of home treatment, cold 
compresses are efficacious.

North Star changes with the ages. 


(By C. S. Brainin of tbe Columbia 


Observatory Staff.) 
Jupiter, the giant planet of the so- 
lar system, continues to dominate the 
evening sky throughout the 
month 
and in the absence of tfie moon out- 
shines every other celestial body. But 
a strong competitor in brightness and 
interest is now claiming a share of 
our attention and with 
increasing 
force throughout the winter months. 
The planet Saturn—the ringed planet 
—is on the horizon at about 9 o'clock 
in the early days of .the month and 
is rapidly climbing into a position 01 
greater prominence. 
In November 
you will flnd him on the meridian in 
the early morning, but even before 
midnight you will easily recognize his 
steady brilliance toward the north- 
east in the constellation Gemini. 


The Constellations. 
Auriga, with the first magnitude 
star Capella, is now well above the 
iiorizon by 9 o'clock, as is also the 
constellation of. the Bull, Taurus, con- 
taining three things of great interest: 
The first magnitude star Aldebaran, 
the beautiful star group of the Plei- 
ades and the lesser group of Hyades 
Coming rapidly over the horizon to 
the northeast is Gemini, the Twius.

The North Star. 
How to find the North Star is prob- 
ably the very first "astronomic" prob- 
lem the layman sets himself to solve, 
and it is one easily done by the use-or 
the Pointer stars of the Great Dipper. 
If you have-not already made the ac- 
quaintance of this group you 
can 
easily do.so by reference to the map, 
which shows it to .be squarely in the 
north, quite low down on the horizon, 
with the bowl of the - Dipper turned 
so that it will hold water, as the sail- 
ors say. The two stars of the bowl 
which form its outline farthest away 
from the handle are the Pointer or in- 
dex stars. Prolong an imaginary line 
connecting them about four times its 
length from the bo'/rl outward, and 
the line will almost hit a second mag- 
nitude star which has no bright stars 
at all in the Immediate vicinity. This 
Is the Pole Star, or Polaris, and it is 
only two 'and one-half degrees away 
from the true North Pole itself. Po- 
laris is variously estimate to be from 
35 to 63 light years away from us and 
is probably of about the same intrin- 
sic magnitude as our own sun. It is 
receding from the solar system at the 
rate of about 16 miles per second. It 
is curious to note and little known 
that Polaris has a small companion 
of ninth magnitude, which in turn has 
two dark bodies revolving about it.
